The  Tyrinthians  Iiad  such  -.n 
unccMiqucrable  disposition  to  gaiety 
and  mirth  that  coutiiuud  disuidtr 
reigned  among  them.  When  ibey 
asscurided  on  public  occa-siona  iht;*’ 
disputations  were  on  the  foUks  c-f 
the  day  rather  than  tlie  generul  wwi.- 
oerns  ;  if  umbftssadors  arrived  they 
were  treated  wiili  ridicule  ;  if  a  city 
convocation  was  held,  the  ad  vice. cf 
the  gravest  senator  was  bufloonry, 
and  on  every  occasion  a  rcasomble 
action  would  have  been  a  predi^v. 

Tliey  at  last  suffered  iucor.vcrn- 
ience /rom  this  spirit  of  pleasantry, 
and  consulted  the  Oracle  at  Del - 
phos  on  the  way  to  meliorate  it. — 
The  Oracle  gave  for  answer  that 
if  they  could  sacrifice  a  luil  tS 
Neptune  without  faughtcr,  thiy 
should  obtain  the  influence  of  wis¬ 
dom.”  • 

The  Tyrinth.ians  took  every  pre¬ 
caution  to  offer  this  sacrifice  witii 
seriousness.  They  were  careful  to 
exclude  all  young  men,  and  among 
the  aged  they  selected  those  only 
who  were  either  afflicted  by  disease,, 
by  the  pressure  of  debt,  or  the  tor¬ 
ment  of  a  scolding  wife. 

Assembled  on  the  margin  of  tlie 
sea  to  immolate  tlieir  victim,  the. 
sole  care  of  the  deputies  w'as  to  pre¬ 
serve  their  .gratity,  and  in  order* 
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that  no  extraneous  object  should 
distract  their  alteiitioa  they  fixed 
their  eyes  constantly  on  the  ground. 
Unfortunately  a  little  child  wander¬ 
ed  near  them,  and  as  they  endeav¬ 
oured  to  drive  him  away,  exclaim¬ 
ed,  “  you  are  ufitiid,  I  suppose,  that 
I  shall  svjallov)  your  bulh**  These 
words  disconcerted  the  constrained  | 
gravity  of  the  elders,  a  burst  of 
laugliter  ensued,  the  sacrifice  was 
superceded  and  reason  never  agtdn 
revisited  the  Tyrinthians. 

Happy  should  we  be  to  doubt  the 
truth  of  this  l  elation,  which  is  how¬ 
ever  rendered  reasonable  by  other 
facts  much  more  modern.  X.

Shakspeare  is  a  wild  garden, 
W’here  peaches,  plums,  and  apples 
are  found  ;  ‘some  crude',  some  sour, 
some  rotten,  but  some  incompapa- 
^  hie.  He  is  a  vineyard  of  plenty, 

vrhere  many  of  the  finest  branches 
are  ruined  for  want  of  the  pruning 
knife.  Shakspeare,  like  the 
world,  is  full  of  good  and  evil ;  but 
his  worst  fare  is  so  tempting,  that 
we  have  not  power  to  refrain  from 
trying  it.  But  the  chaste,  the  sub¬ 
lime  Milton  is,  like  his  own  Eden, 

•  “  A  happy  rural  seat  of  various  view.** 


•And  his  work  is  that  fertile  ground, 
out  of  which 

“ . he  caus’d  to  mw 

**  All  trees,  of  noblest  kind ;  Tor  sight, 
sineli,  taste  ; 

**  And  all  amid  them  stood  the  tree 
or  LIFE, 

**Uigby  eminent,  blooming  ambrosial

Nature  is  so  arranged  by  him,  as 
to  receive  an  additional  lusti'c  from 
art ;  and.  the  .  cxubcrn^ce  of  the 
eartli  appears  more,  than  the  labour 
of  the  cultivator. 

SiiAKSPEAJLE,  when  he  soars,  is 
borne  by  the  muse. of  lire  beyond 
human  sight ;  but  Milton,  in  his 
grandest  moments,  retains  the  light 
of  reason.  His  ecstacies  are  the 
ecstacic.s  of  a  philosopher :  Sixak- 
speare’s  are  the  fiights  of  an  invis¬ 
ible  being.  NoiwiUistanding  this, 
their  spirits  somewhat  congen¬ 
ial  ;  for,  allowiiig  the  variation  of 
the  epic  ijom  tlic  dramatic,,  they 
move  us  by  the  same  golden  spi  ings. 
of  patl^o.^.  In  the  art  of  exciiing 
terror,  I  am  not  sure,  but  that 
Shakspeare  is  superior :  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  dream  of  Eve  is  painted 
rather  tamely,  though  in  just  and 
bcaudfhl  colours  ; '  while  Clar¬ 
ence’s  .vision  displays  the  inmost 
recesses  of  horror,  apprehension, 
pity,  judgment,  and  admirable  fim- 
cy.  Tlie  characters  of  Satan  and 
f  Macbeth  are  both,  indeed,  extremely 
^  well  managed,  and,  in  my  opinion, 

I  extremely  alike  :  They,  have  the 
i  same  coueag^,  the  same  undaunted  j 
;  ambition,  uncurbed  freedom  of  will,  | 
j  and  spirited  fortitude  in  the  hour  of  | 
^destruction.  They  both  are  coil- 
scious  of  their  ingratitude  and  wick¬ 
edness  ;  both  stubborn  axx!  relent¬ 
less,  and,  even  in  the  midst  of  their 
success,  they  seem  to  feel  a  boding 
of  the  consequence.  The  addreas 
of  the  arch-infidel  tt^tlm  sun  is  a 
noble  description  of  the  remorse  tt- 
!  tendant  on  conscience ;  it  shows. that 


even  Lucifer  Unv^elf  could  not  btit 
fliicl  its  sting.  ^Macbeth  in  almost 
every  situation,  confesses  his  guilt, 
yet  plunges  into  deeds  of  tenfold 
Horror.  Lady  Macbeth  mi^t  be 
also  introdu(^d  here  ;  ‘  but  ‘female 
tenderness  denies  her  savage ‘tem¬ 
per.  The  most  apparent  touch, 
that  distin^ishes  il/ocAeM  ifroin 
Satan^  is’  in ‘cowardice  'and  ‘mean

Shakspeare  is  like  a  cataract ; 
at  one  time  rushing  through  rocks 
and  caverns,  foaming  and  teriifying; 
then  sinkmg  into  a  sluggish  calm, 
with  nothing  but  the  bubbles  of  his 
fdrmer  sublimity.  Milton  is  a 
fdll,  not  overflowing  river ;  and, 
like’ the  river,  to  the  sea,  hastening 
towards  his  illustrious  design,  never 
pausing,  and  seldom  dangerous  to 
the  pas^gers.  The  very  foibles 
of  one  delusive  and  charming  ;  but 
the  other,  if  ever  he  should  descend, 
is  flat,  and  liable  to  inferiority  from 
the.  nature  of  his  performance.-^- 
Thewild  scenery,  of  Shakespeare 
is  the  unconnected  magic  of  Mer- 
LiNj  variously  diverting  ;  that  *  of 
Milton*  is  like  Plato’s  Elysiufn  ;
